The re-forestation program is need- 
because “trees in the area not only 


suffered from the drouth but from the . 


damage done by herdsmen who strip- 
ped them (of their foliage to feed the 
cattle.” 

Even though the rains have been, 
good this year, the situation is_ still 
desperate, Southern Baptist mission- 
ary, Farrell Bunyan, told McDonald. 
Runyan and his family live and work 
in Dakar, Senegal. 

“As Christians, we cannot turn our 
backs. Christian love and concerti 
compels us to help these people —just 
because they need it so desperately. 

“And, helping people in such great 
need offers a tremehdous opportunity 
for us to witness to them and tell 
them about Jesus and his love for 
them,”” Runyan said.
